Washington, Oregon, Northern California 
and Nevadn, and with a disburbance de- 
veloping on the upper Pacific Coast that 
proved to be one of the worst storms of the 
month, the barometer falling to 29.3 at 
Tatoosh Island by the morning of the 2d 
and the wind attaining a maximum veloc- 
ity of sixty miles per boar on the upper 
coast. This depression continued to haunt 
the upper coast until the 5th, when there 
was a clearing of the storm conditions. 
On the evening of the 8th a second distur- 
bance appeared, advancing toward the 
upper coast, and had passed to Eastern 
Washington by the morning of the 9th, and 
gave the heaviest rains to the Washington 
Coast of any disturbance during the month 
On the evening of the 10th a disturbance 
developed in Southern California that con- 
tinued in that region for several days and 
only disappeared entirely by tno morning 
ol the 15th. On the 17th a storm advanced 
oward the upper coast and gave general 
ains to Oregon, Washington and the north- 
ern portion of Northern California, and 
passed eastward to Manitoba by the 18th 
Dn the 19th another disturbance mani- 
fested itself noth of Washington by rains 
and high winds on the Washington coast, 
and this passed eastward by the morning 
of the 20th. 
On the 26th a disturbance 


passed eastward north of Washington. On 
ihe 28th a storm advanced toward British 
Columbia from the ocean that developed 
into one of the most severe and ptolractec 
storms of the month by (he SOtli, giving 
;encral rains lo Wa->Lingtqn, Oregon am 
Northern California nud snow to the moun 


o regions oi those sections. 


PRECIPITATION 


Fell on every day during the month in 
Washington; twenty-seven days in Oregon 
on fourteen days in Northern California 
on six days in Nevada, and on six days in 
Utah. Snow was reported from Oregon on 
the 12th und 15th; from Washington on the 
16th and Nevada on the 10th, 13th and 
20th. 


TEMPERATURE, 


The weather averaged warmer than 


usual in November in all districts west o 
the Rookies. 
In Washington and Oregon 


the monthly mean temperature ranged 
from 3 to 6 degrees above the normal ex 
cept at Baker City, where it was but one 
degree above; in California it was from 2 
to 6 degrees above, being 4 degrees nbov 
in Northern Califoinia; in Nevada, Utah 
and Arizona it was from 6 to 7 degrees 
above. 


BAINFAI/L BECOED3. 


On the Washington 
and Northern 


Oregon coasts there is an average of over 
10 inches of rainfall in December, which a 
some places, Neah Bay in particular 
reaches over 15 inches. 
There is a record 


of over 27 inches of rain in December 
1863, at Neah Bay, and nearly 25 inches a 
Astoria in 1867. In Eastern Washington 
and Oregon, east of the Cascade range, th 
December rains do not average more than 
from 2 to 4 inches. 
The heavy condensa 


tion near the coast is due to the generally 
strong south winds blowing into the low 
area storms that advance toward the nppe: 
coast over the Japan current, and also to 
the meeting of this wind current that com 
ing down the straits and to the two ocean 
streams that wash the outlying pamndula 
of Washington.
